Mr.  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  St.  Ives. 

Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council:- 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970. 

Vital  Statistics 

Population  The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose 
by  290  during  the  year  bringing  the  total  for  1970  to 
6,150.  Although  this  increase  is  slightly  less  than  that 
which  occurred  in  the  previous  two  years,  it  does 
never-the-less  indicate  approximately  the  average  figures 
by  which  the  population  rises  in  the  town  as  it  has  been 
developing  over  the  last  year  or  so. 

Birth  Rate  Following  last  year's  low  rate,  the  figure 
has  this  year  risen  to  a  more  "  typical  "  level  despite 
the  downward  trend  of  figures  for  England  and  Wales 
which  has  been  obvious  during  the  last  five  or  six  years. 
The  local  adjusted  live  birth  rate  for  the  town  rose  from 
17.2  per  one  thousand  population  In  1969  to  22.2  in 
1970  —  a  rate  which  is  now  6.2  per  one  thousand 
above  the  national  average. 

One  pleasing  feature  to  note  is  the  fact  that  there 
was  only  one  still  birth  in  St.  Ives  in  1970  compared 
with  3  the  previous  year,  but  one  "  not-so  pleasing  " 
feature  Is  the  fact  that  the  number  of  Illegitimate  births 
rose  from  2  in  1969  to  9  this  year. 

Death  Rate  There  were  57  residents  of  the  Borough 
who  died  during  the  year  —  13  less  than  In  1969  — 
giving  a  local  adjusted  death  rate  of  9.7  per  thousand 
population.  This  figure  is  exactly  2.0  per  thousand  less 
than  the  national  average. 

14.5%  of  deaths  were  attributable  to  malignant 
disease  and  61%  to  disorders  of  the  cardio-vascular 
system. 
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Infant  Mortality  As  in  1969,  2  infants  died  during 
the  year  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  for  1970  of  13  per  one  thousand 
live  births.  This  figure  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  (18). 

Infectious  Disease  Notifiable  infectious  disease  ran 
at  a  fairly  low  level  in  1970,  there  being  64  notifications 
received  during  the  year.  58  of  these  were  in  respect 
of  measles,  which  condition  was  conspicuous  by  its 
absence  the  previous  year. 


Social  Conditions 

Hospital  Facilities  Negotiations  are  still  going  on 
between  the  various  Local  Authorities  concerned  and 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  as  to  the  future  programme 
for  the  provision  of  a  new  hospital  in  Huntingdon.  It  Is 
hoped  that  more  definite  confirmation  will  be  forthcoming 
at  a  fairly  early  date. 

Housing  The  Greengarth  Housing  Scheme  com¬ 
prising  40  dwellings  was  completed  during  the  year 
and  the  official  opening  was  performed  by  the  Joint 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  (Mr.  Eldon  Griffiths)  on  the  4th 
September,  1970. 

A  tender  to  erect  50  dwellings  at  Hill  Rise  was 
accepted  and  work  commenced  during  the  year.  Plans 
for  9  Bungalows  to  be  erected  on  the  Grove  Court  Site 
are  well  advanced  and  will  be  going  to  tender  early 
In  1971. 

An  alternative  site  for  the  provision  of  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  elderly  persons  has  been  provided  and  it  Is  hoped 
that  plans  for  this  scheme  will  have  been  completed  by 
late  1971  or  early  1972. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  proceeded  satis¬ 
factorily  —  two  compulsory  purchase  orders  and  a 
clearance  order  having  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister 
following  an  enquiry. 

Main  Drainage  The  schemes  for  the  provision  of 
main  drainage  in  the  Westwood  Road  area  and  also  in 
the  northern  part  of  Ramsey  Road  were  both  completed 
during  the  year  and  approval  was  obtained  for  the 
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installation  of  a  mechanical  drying  machine  at  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
in  operation  fairly  early  in  1971. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Mr.  Reason  and  all  other  members  of  the  Department's 
staff  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me  and  for  all 
the  work  they  have  done  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

in  spite  of  the  additional  houses  being  built  in 
the  Borough,  and  the  subsequent  need  for  additional 
water,  the  Cambridge  Water  Company  has  been 
able  to  maintain  an  adequate  and  satisfactory 
supply.  Should  building  continue  to  increase,  I  am 
sure  that  additional  measures  will  have  to  be  taken 
to  get  more  water  to  the  Town. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  ordered  a  3  disc  filter  machine  from 
Messrs.  Wickham  Engineering  in  order  to  deal 
with  the  sludge  problem.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
unfortunately,  the  machine  had  not  been  installed 
and  considerable  difficulty  was  being  experienced. 

The  sewage  extensions  in  both  Ramsey  Road  and 
Westwood  Road  were  completed  during  the  year. 
These  will  enable  further  development  to  take  place, 
also  the  dismantling  of  a  small  sewage  plant, 
built  in  1948,  and  the  connecting  of  further  houses 
to  main  sewers. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Only  minor  works  have  been  carried  out  on  streams. 
During  the  year  it  was  considered  that  an  improved 
scheme  for  the  disposal  of  surface  water  should  be 
sought  and  the  Great  Ouse  River  Board  were  asked 
to  undertake  the  survey  and  preparation  of  this, 
taking  into  consideration  the  position  of  neighbouring 
authorities. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  collection  generally  was  carried  out  satisfact¬ 
orily,  but  there  were  minor  troubles  and  annoyances.

upon  vehicle  breakdowns,  the  collections  fell  behind, 
and  also  after  Bank  Holidays.  In  order  to  try  to 
combat  these  difficulties,  a  second-hand  vehicle  was 
purchased  which,  far  from  being  a  standby,  was 
quickly  brought  into  regular  service.  Some  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  scheme  is  going  to  be  necessary  if 
the  present  weekly  back-door  collection  is  to  be 
maintained. 


NEW  CEMETERY 

The  new  cemetery  was  completed  and  ready  for 
use. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 

The  new  heated  dual-use  swimming  pool  was 
completed  and  opened  by  Mr.  Eldon  Griffiths  in 
September,  and  it  is  a  great  credit  to  all  concerned. 
Samples  of  water  in  the  school  learner  pools  are 
regularly  examined  and  on  one  occasion  some 
trouble  was  being  experienced,  but  after  acting  on 
advice  from  the  Department,  the  trouble  disappeared. 


SHOP  ACTS 

No  infringements  have  been  found  during  the  year. 


CARAVANS 

The  few  minor  matters  required  to  the  site  to 
comply  with  the  Licence  were  completed  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  A  very  good  class  of 
caravan  is  stationed  on  this  Park  —  most  incorporate 
bathroom,  etc.  in  the  vans.
